New Hospital Units Are 
Necessary, Labor Leaders 
Say in Pamphlet 


Urging all A. F. of L. members 
and their friends to vote “Yes” on 
the county bond issue, to construct 
new hospitals, William P. Fee, 
president of the Central Labor 
Council of Alameda county and J. 
H. Quinn, president of the Build- 
ing Trades Council ‘of Alameda 
county, issued the following state- 
ment today, in pamphlet form, to 
all citizens of the county. 

“This bond issue will provide 4 
Class A buildings to replace 4 old 
wooden buildings at the Fairmont 
hospital. These old buildings are 
unsafe, unsanitary, and expensive 
to keep up. The fire hazard is ter- 
rific, with no elevators to help re- 
move the inmates in case of fire 
or earthquake. All of these inmates 
come from the worker class, who 
had for years worked to help up- 
build this community of which we 
are so proud. 

“Once they were healthy and 
happy. Now they are sick, 
crippled, old and discouraged 
with only a short time to stay. 
So help make their few declin- 
ing years as safe as possible. 
We who are enjoying health 
and a comfortable home now, 
may some day be an inmate of 
one of these institutions. 

“These buildings will be built by 
citizens of Alameda county, and 
their wages will be spent with our 
business men. One new wing will 
be built at the Highland hospital, 
relieving the congestion at our 
health center, at 3lst and Grove 
streets. This is also an old delapi- 
dated wooden building. But this 
old building will still be used as a 
day clinic.”

“Workers are protected against 
sweatshop wages in some occupa- 
tions by minimum wage laws today 
in twenty-six states, the District of 
Columbia, Alaska and Puerto Rico. 
While only nine states, the District 
of Columbia and Puerto Rico set a 
forty-eight-hour week for women 
in 1933, fourteen additional states 
and Alaska have adopted this stand- 
ard today. Only two states kept 
children out of hazardous employ- 
ment until 16 years of age in 1933; 
to fifteen states provide this regu- 
lation. 


“Workers were often unable to 
secure factory employment because 
employers in cutthroat competition 
sent out material for processing to 
industrial homeworkers who slaved 
long hours for pitifully low wages. 
Modern laws on industrial home 
work specify licensing and regu- 
lating, permitting outright prohibi- 
tion in one industry at a time after 
hearings and investigation. Only 
one state in 1933, today eight states 
and Puerto Rico have adopted this 
kind of home work law. 


“Workers unable to collect their 
pay in fifteen states and Hawaii 
now find that their labor depart- 
ment administers a wage collection 
law; seven years ago workers in 
only six states had this protection. 
The states that have these laws col- 
lect a total of several million dol- 
lars each year for tens of thousands 


open shop stand and anti-labor 
principles, has had its anti-labor 
policies called by labor in Califor- 
nia. 

For a great number of years the 
Diamond Match company has re- 
fused to bargain with labor. They 
have never entered into a closed 
shop agreement. In the state of 
California, where they have sixty- 
eight retail sales distributing units 
and one of their largest lumber 
mills. 

Representatives of the American 
Federation of Labor at a meeting 
held at the labor temple in the city 
of Oakland on October 27th, told 
the representatives of the Diamond 
Match company that labor would 
no longer tolerate conditions such 
as existed in the match company’s 
organization. 

Outspoken and vehement in his 
criticism of labor conditions in the 
Diamond Match company was Dave 
Ryan, representative of the carpen- 
ters and _ joiners’ international 
union. 

Speaking to Mr. Brink, manager 
of the retail division of the Dia- 
mond Match company, Mr. Ryan 
said: 

“As far as my international 
is concerned, no contract will 
be entered into with the Dia- 
mond Match company which 
lists an open shop.”

RECREATION CENTER 
IN BERKELEY OPENS 
TOMORROW NIGHT 


Alameda and Contra Costa con- 
tractors had a large part in the con- 
struction of the Berkeley bowl, new 
bowling recreation center located 
at Shattuck and Adeline street in 
Berkeley which will be open to the 
public tomorrow night.

In the city of Sacra- 
mento, where labor has been suc- 
cessful in obtaining a contract, he 
notified those present that the rate 
of pay is $6.50 per day for a forty 
hour week, whereas in the city of 
Lincoln, but twenty-five miles 
away, the rate of pay is $92.00 for 
a sixty hour week.

Flectricians’ Survey Tells Story 


Graphic new evidence of how labor-saving machinery is de- 
stroying jobs was brought to light this week in a survey con- 
ducted by the international brotherhood of electrical workers. 

Year by year the electrical industry has been turning out more 
production with less workers, the study disclosed. It confirmed 
similar analyses made by government economists in other indus- 
tries, showing that mechanization has exacted a heavy toll of 
jobs. 

In the utility field, the brotherhood declared, power output has 
gone up over 35 per cent since 1929, reaching an all-time high 
last year. But the number of employes steadily dwindled, falling 
from 289,000 in 1929 to 264,000 in the past year. 

Production per employe jumped almost 50 per cent in the same 
period, and this was done with considerably less than full-time 
employment for the utility workers. During 1939, members of 
the brotherhood’s utility locals worked an average of only 82.1 
per cent of full-time hours, compared to 96.3 per cent a decade 
ago. 

Siision H. Hedges, research director of the union, pointed 
out that such increased efficiency of workers should be a cause 
for rejoicing, particularly as an aid to national defense, were it 
not for the annihilation of jobs. 

“It might be well to ask ourselves whether it is wiser in the 
long run,” he said, ‘‘to increase industrial output per worker 
indefinitely and pay resultant demands upon unemployment 
benefit funds, or take steps either to control mechanization, or 
find new, lasting employment sources, or both.”

Some few days ago we listened 
with surprise and dismay to some- 
one claiming to be John Lewis, 
head of all CIO. We heard him 
blast the president ... and we heard 
him declare for Willkie. 


How any honest labor leader
